Hum# i| nip it 
weekly ever 
since. There was 
thcrelore great, 
interest as the 
fiftieth anniver¬ 
sary drew near, 
and the church 
osgood, was cloaely pack- 
id. He took for his text Leviticus xxv, 
I, “A jubilee shall the fiftieth year be 
onto you,” and preached a sermon that 
interested all New England and now at¬ 
tracts some attention elsewhere. 

It was such a wholesome, hopeful ser¬ 
mon. He declares that everything and 
almost everybody is getting better, and 
especially that **there never was so lunch 
progress made in pure Christianity as in 
the pest ceu|nry. Men are making dog¬ 
ma and ecclesiastical forms subordinate 
to the great central idea of holy living. 
In all the great denominations of Chris¬ 
tendom this great central idea is advanc¬ 
ing—that, after whatever a man may 
think and whatever forms he may adopt, 
character, good living, a life of hon¬ 
esty, justice, love, a life devoted to the 
highest and noblest ideals, is the essen¬ 
tial thing in practifc ,6 Christianity.” 

He was born in Keusiugton. N. H.. 
Sept. 28, 1815, and was graduated from 
Harvard divinity school with the high¬ 
est honors of his class in 1842. He went 
to Cob asset to teach and w as called to 
preach. In 1844 he married Ellen Dev- 
erenx Sewell, who is still with him, and 
they have living nine children and sev¬ 
enteen grandchildren. Among other 
reminiscences be gave these: 

When I came here to preach there 
never had been a carpet on these aisles. 
We had nq organ; an orchestra assisted 
the choir. There were j»ecple who could 
distinctly remember the Revolutionary 
war. Last spring a couple came to m* 
to be married. The groom belonged to 
a family for whom I had performed pas¬ 
toral duties for either funerals or wed¬ 
dings in six generations, and the bride 
also belonged to a family in which I had 
bad the same experience, and performed 
parochial duties for six generations. 

There .was no important business 
then except fishing, about fifty vessels go¬ 
ing out in the spring to fish. This gave 
employment to a great many, including 
coopers and Kail makers, while many 
others, by rigid economy and hard work, 
iaadeare»p*-etable living on their farms, 
in those times the Congregational srici- 
eties were state societies, lien were 
compelled to pay for support of minis¬ 
try, and to pay their taxes for support of 
preaching, as they were for all other 
needs of the town.

The newspajier* have had very little 

any of Edouard Valery Greasier, who 
died recently, and yet he was one of 
France’s most able statesmen. He was 
born in 1815, was educated in the law 
and in science, and became early in life 
counselor and advocate of the ministry 
of finance. Afterward he was elected a 
member of the council general for the 
canton of Corbie. * He became a govern¬ 
ment deputy in the corps legislatif in 
1864, and served on several important 
committee* of that body, notably those 
having charge of the budget and of the 
law of military organization. M. Grea¬ 
sier was called to the ministry of agri¬ 
culture, commerce and public works in 
1868, and in that office gave especial at¬ 
tention to the organization of higher in¬ 
struction ito agriculture and reform of 
farm schools. He was named a senator 
by decree on Dec. 28, 1869. . After the 
fall of the empire he resumed his place 
at the bar of Parifi.
